Spread of the High-License Ides. 


Los Angeles will soon have to deal 
practically with the question of biab 
license, as the ordinance of the City 


dealers’ tax to $50 per month goes into 
effect on the Ist of November. Facts 


bearing upon the subject, and showing | o 


the operation of high license elsewhere, 
are therefore pertinent and interesting 
at thistime. The drift of public senti- 
ment is clearly in the direction of re- 
striction in this form, rather tban 
towards impracticable probibition on 
the one band or an unlicensed traffic 
onthe other. The creat body of in- 
telligent and practical temperance peo- 
ple are not acting with the Prohibition- 
ists, but have arrayed themselves on 
the side of high license, which they see 
is attainable, while prohibition is not. 


The New York Church Temperance s 


Society has framed a bill which is to be 
presented to the New York Legislature, 
providing for high license. In advocacy 
of this bill a pamphlet has been issued, 

and circulated throughout the State, in 
which the society frankly states thai 
We believe absolute prohibition an 
impossibility in great eities. And such 
is the general testimony of persons who 
have examined the question with un- 
prejadiced minds, and observed its 
Operations in probibitory States. The 
society admits, after careful study of 
the whole question, that high license is 
upquesiionably the most effective way 
of dealing with intemperance. The fol- 
lowing are the chief points of the bill 


1. A broad distinction between dis- 
tilled and fermented liquere, the license 
fee for the former being $1000, for the 


latter, $1 
2. Disqualifying convicts irom hold 
licenses. 


4. The publication of name and ad- 
dress of at least one week be- 
fore a license is granted. 

5. Prohibiting sale of liquors to 
—— penalty of revocation of 


6. Prohibiting sales of liquor on 
— 


houses. 
7. uiring licensees to keep the 
interior di their premises open to view. 
The reports of the operations of high 
license in the various States where it 
has been tried are almost invariably 
favorable to the system. Lilinois, Wis- 
consin and other States have such 
laws, and they are proving successful. 
The sentiment in regard to high li- 
dense is shown by a recent election in 
Wisconsin. The Legislature raised the 
license from $75 to $200, and gave the 
cities an option to raise it still farther, 
to $350 or $500, by popular vote. The 
first election beld under the law took 
place early in the present month, and 
of the filty-nine towns reported, 22 
carried a $200 license, one a $350 fee, 
and 36 Noted for $590. The Probi- 
bitionists took no part in the election. 
The argument is this: That high 
license will shut up the dives and dead- 


fails, and confine the traffic to respect- | Ibo 


able places. Saloon keepers of char- 
acter will not give liquor to a man who 
1s intoxicated; nor will they give liquor 
to boys. It is the dead falls, with their 
vile decoctions, that do the harm as a 
general thing. When itis discovered, 
as it has been, that probibitery laws do 
not prohibit or prevent intemperance, 
but breed evasion and contempt of the 
authority of the law, if the object be to 
limit ita evil results, experience shows 
that merely to repeat that it must be 
prohibited is practically to increase the 
evil; therefore, say the friends of high 
license, let us deal with the subject in 
a sensible, business-like manner, and 
what we cannot stop, regulate so that 
the least harm may result, and the 
business taxed sufficiently to pay for 
the cost of its results. 


High-license laws need not neces- Entries 


sarily be State statutes; they may be 
enacted by cities and counties, each for 
itself. It is the principle of local option, 
and is a perfectly correct principle, en- 
sbling the people immediately con- 
cerned to adopt or reject the system, as 
the popular mejority may decide. In 
this State popular sentiment is begin- 
ming to lean towards high license. 
Colusa county bas adopted it, the 
heense fee having been more than 
doubled there, and the result is 
reported to be good. The 
press, including the Ban, one 
of the leading Democratic journals 
of the State, sustain the local law. 
Other counties and cities of the Btate, 
recognizing the need of compelling the 
liquor traffic to bear its proportion of 
the public burdens, and pay for at least 
some part of the crime it causes, are 
considering the feasibility of adopting 
high-license ordinances. 

Los Angeles bas already acted, and 
it is for law-abiding people to see to it 
that the law is enforced. Resistance to 


it is threatened by the League of Free- l 


dom, which does not represent freedom 
and the people, but slavery and the sa- 
loon. Let the Law and Order League 
spring into life trom the ranks of the 
people and do its duty'
